Javeuile Depravity- 

In the Police Court, on Pri'lny, n 
corner of the veil was lif ted.giving the 
public a peep at a social moiibter 
growing up in our midat. To tho 
more observant it could have been no 
secret that the moral tono of Youug 
Yiotoria is very far from what it should 
be. Boys not out of their teens, nay, 
boya not into their teens, indulge in all 
the vices of ripe rascality. The blear- 
ed eye, the hard, prematurely old ex- 
pression of couuteiianco, the listlcsH, 
shuffling gait, the cigar in the mouth, 
tho oath ou tho lips, tho fumes of al- 
cohol on tho brcuth, oi-o tho too-fre- 
quont eviiloiiccs that tho boy in years 
and in all the belter attaimnonts has 
become a man in all that is bad. 
Youth has withered ore it bloomed. 
Tho physical syBtcm is sapped, dried, 
poisoned. The moral system, nipped 
by tho early frosts of crime, is blister- 
ed and withered, and tho sceih; of 
death, moral and pliysical, pronubo an 
abundant harvest. On our streets, 
night and day, is this caricature of 
manhood to bo met with. Enter the 
drinking saloon and you will liiul it 
there Look into tho gambling rooms 
and you will find it thoro. In haunts 
that shall be nameless it is to be found- 
To parents we appeal; and if to tliom 
we appeal in vaiu.then must an appeal 
be made to the Police ! "We would not 
dosire to make the charge nioro Hwoep- 
ing, tho picture more general than tho 
facts warrant; but wo feel it to bo our 
dutv, and it is among tho most pniu- 
ful duties of the journalist, to draw 
attention to the fact that there exists 
in this community a nest of juvenile 
dej^ravity such as we have attempted 
to describe, which, if not rootetl out, 
will inevitably so taint tho moral at- 
mosphere as to render Victoria unfit to 
raise families in. One bad boj makes 
many. One false step leads to another; 
and when one finds boys scarcely in 
their teens trying tiieir hands at "gar- 
roting," it is torribJo to think how ra- 
pidly these steps do follow each otlier. 
The evil to which we refer has now at- 
tained such alarming proportions and 
assumed such a malignant type as to 
become a public question, demanding 
the attention of Uie Jlagistrate, tlic 
Clergy and tlio Press, ^^'o appeal to 
parents to make an olfert to save tlitir 
children ifthoyhave unhappily alreiuly 
entered the fatal circle of this whirl- 
pool of vice, or, if they have not enter- 
ed, toshieki them from the baneful in- 
fluence of tijose whose ways are the 
ways of Dealii and llell. "We appeal 
to the Churches, to all good people ii; 
this commuuity, to consider whether 
some conctrted, uuited eflbit cannot 
be put forth to improve the moral tone 
and save the yoang of Victoria.

univorsal. To bring the matter homo in 

practical way wo give plaeo to tho fol- 
lowing note from a well-known dealer io 
this city:

1 had oooasioQ to sell 86 empty sugar bar- 
rola, btiing the product of our sugar relin- 
eries. 

On oompariug the market tares of tho 
same ■vfith the aotual weight, I found this 
difforonce. 

•16 barrels marked California Kcfinery, 
tared 789, actual weight, 875; loss, 80 
pounds. 

33 barrels marked Bay refinery, tared 
&3i, aotual weight GOl pounds; loss 70 
pounds. 

7 barrels marked 3an Francisco and 
Piioiflo Refinery, tared 117 pounds, actual 
■weight I'll i)0unds;li)SH 7 [jounds — making 
a ditferouco to tho refiuerieH of nearly ouo 
barrel of sugar ia every one hundred thev 
•ell. 

I hare also two empty syrnp barrels at 
tar store which X have had gauged by the 
omoinl Oauger of the city, that fall bhort 
(wo galloas to the barrel.

The largest of these refineries turns 
out, vce are told, about 800 barrels of bu- 
gai a day. Tho gain of two pounds in a 
barrel, at say ll^-i cents, the average sell- 
ing price, would amount in ono yea', 
«ounting 31 "2 working days, to S-19,92U. 
Fromising that the aggregate product of 
(ho two other refineries is not less than 
that gireu above, vre have here a gain, in 
round numbers, of §100,000 per annum 
ou the part of tho refineries by a trick of 
trade which no amount of plausible rea- 
soning can ever make an honest busiuefjg. 
The manager:? of tiicso companies Know 
that the packages put up do not con- 
tain the weight represented, but that they 
regularly fail t-hort. The loss comes out 
of the consumer, and it does not help the 
moral aspect of tho case to say that sugar 
under a keen emnpotition has been sold 
very cheap in this market. What the cou- 
flomer wants is exact weight, and ho is 
sutitled to have it. 

Lard is another article of fraud. Nearly 
^1 the lard iiut np in this city is short 
weight, ad ulti.'rated with mutton fat and 
labeled with all kinds fraudulent brands. 
For a 100 lb. case of lard you gut but 90 
lbs. About the only brand of lard you 
ean depend ou is Fairbank, I'eck iCo., 
of Chiuago, which is full weight, of lino 
lard and no adulteration. 

The abuses are now bo great in the sale 
of goods horn that it will be absolutely 
necassaiy to li ivo soma remedial legisla- 
tion as Boon as possible. — S<i'i Francisco 
Bulletin. 



VoN Absim's Case. — Much ia said in 
tho cable telegrams about the trouble 
bstweenOoant Von Arnin and the Gor 

man Government, and yet the precise 
natnra of tho case apiiears not to bo gen- 
4rally understood. The facts are these: 
Formerly Von Arnim was Minister of 
Prussia to France; aud while he roBided 
at Paris Bismark wrote him several let- 
ters upon some business which Von Ar- 
nim considered concerned himself 
in his private capacity, and did 
not form any jiarl of the 
files of his office, or of tiio Oovornmont's 
contidoutial records Hub scquentiy tlio 
private affairs of tho CjuuL t* which 
those letters related got into such a shape? 
that ho deemed tho letters important to 
be used as evidence in a suit he had al- 
ready instituted. But just as they be- 
oamo of value to him, an oflicer arrived 
at tho castle and demanded tho letters in 
(ho name of Bismarck. Von Arnim said 
they were not in his house, and being 
nrgod to produce them, tinally gave a 
positive refusal. For this he is in prison, 
out tho Emperor assures tho friends of 
tho Count that the punishmnut is not in- 
iondad as a punishiiuint, but mcroly as a 
moans of compollmg tho surrender of the 
papers. 

PuDLic FiuB AiiAniia. — At Ilocbdalo, 
England, a new apparatus has been fixed 
for giving alarm in %ase of fire. It causes 
(hreo 75- tb hammers to act on a large 
tenor bell in tho clock-tower of the Town 
Hall. Tho machine, it is said, can be 
immediately sot in motion by pulling a 
lever at tho police station, and can be 
be stopped instantly. For the sake of 
the peaceful slumbers of the Rochdale 
people and the safety of. tho property, it 
IS to be hoped that the 3 75- lb hammers 
will not often bo set in motion. 

Because Pullmtu cars were first used 
on this ooutinont, it does not follow that 
the Americans arc ahead of the English 
4a railway matters. Oars are still lighted 
in Canada and the States with oil lamps, 
while ga^ has been uned for years on the 
Metropolitan Railway in Londoi;, and on 
through trains to tho North and West. 
Prussia tried the system a year ago and 
bM found it to work well.

TheTroulilo at Skeena— Ne- 
glect of the Government- 

P'lUToit Coi.oNisr. — By this time you 
iinvo most likely heard some reports 
about the tniiihlos with Indians on 
the I'ppcr ^jkcoiia. and as all reports 
more or liiSH deviate fruiii tho truth, 
I will, (if you grant me tlie space in 
\oiir iiiqier) endeavor to givo your 
readius a true account of what has oe- 
(■uircd. Mr. Humphreys' party left 
Hazultoii in tho early sj)riii;; to cut a 
trail, either to intersect the trail from 
the head of navigation on tho Stielc- 
eon, or if possible to strike Deaao s 
Lake. After he arrived at Culdnw, 
some 80 miles from the Lake, notliinj^ 
more was heard from him. Home 
three weeks after this the fir.st cattle 
party j>assed llazelton, and the In- 
di.vii, i. e., the ICyipyouks, were in- 
clined to be troublesome; but it 694^4 
in talk. The next party of cattle men 
viz.,L. CampboU's, when tliey got to 
Kj'spyouks, were threatened, aud 
black mail was levied by stealing 
llour, tobacco, ete., and killing one of 
their cattle. Thoy further said that if 
any more passed that way they would 
certainly kill thorn. Tho Indians at 
the Folks, who as yet had been qu o. 
and civil, now began to talk and 
(.•l:iiincd the s^'t'.lers, gardens as thoir 
gruiiiul. At this time Mr. Hankin 
went down to Victoria; and lie told 
voiir correspondent that lie had a 
statement from the Hecwillgato In- 
dians ri';j:ariliiig a murder tliat had 
tak^'ii pl ice dariii:.^ Ill:- winter amongst 
that tribe oi Indians, prnying that 
some proper authorities would oonje 
up and arrest the murderer, as thoy 
ilid not wish to take tho law into tlieir 
own bands. Mr. Hankin wrotu to Mr. 
Duncan on tho subject, and although 
.Mr. Diinean was willing and auxltjus 
to take some step in tho matter, ho 
replied that he had not the power or 
means to do so. Mr. Hankin also 
told mo that ill Victoria he saw Dr. 
Ash who at his request wrote to ^Ir. 
Brown at Port E.^siiigton instructing 
hitu to proceed at onvr. to the I'orks to 
see and talk to tho ludiann. An ac- 
count of that trip I will givo you in! 
.Mr. Hankin's own words, who, I bo- | 
liove, accompanied him. | 
We left Port Kssiuglon ou tiio loLli j 
of August, aud arrived at tho Forks | 
on the 27lh. 'I'he day following all j 
the Indians were invit(.'d to bo present 
to hear the message from the chief in 
Victoria. Very few accepted tho in- 
vitation, which was a very bad sign. 
.Vfter tho talking was over ono of tho 
Indians came in and said lie did not 
wi.di toli.steii t(j any white man's state- 
ments, as he could not believe tiiem; 
for two years ago he was promised 
some money aud did aot receive it, 
and if before the river closed tho 
Government did not redeem their pro- 
mise to liim ho would hayo his re- 
venge, 'ibis will need some ex]daua- 
tioii ; -This Indian is tho only living 
relative of tho woman who was mur- 
dered by the Indian boy Tom in tho 
Omineca mines, and when the late Mr. 
Fitzgerabl canu! to the Forks lie told 
this chief that there v.-as $7(1 fcniiul on 
the body , and if be made an applica- 
tion to liim for it, it should bo sent to 
him. Of course he luado tho applica- 
tion ; but as yet nothing has come of 
it. As soon as I arrived at Ha/.elton 
ho asked mo if I had got the money; 
and in lU'dcr to (piict him for the tinu.' 
1 pr(jmis(:il him that if the (.fovernment 
did not give liini the money I would; 
with that promise he was content, for 
he knew well I would redeem it. Tho 
next day we wont to Kyspyouks. The 
Indians were civil and attentive to 
what Mr. Brown had to say , and laugh- 
ed behind his back, as subse(pi<>nt 
actions will show. Mr. Brown then 
returned to the coast. Borne few days 
before Mr. Brown arrived at Hazcltou, 
two largo pack trains jiassed loaded 
with Hour, beniis, and bacon, (P. Grin- 
dor's aud 's). They \v«ro in- 



annojed,- and sonio of their ^oods 
stolen, and only that their number had 
a goodly show of ritles thoy were en- 
abled them to pass by without loss of 
life. Their riding animals being tied 
to tho rails iu front of C. andH. store, 
one young boy thought ho could take 
a ride, so mounted and away ho went. 
The owner came out of tho store im- 
mediately and gave chase and it end- 
ed in a general row. The whites were 
ordered to leave; and ey,n now the 
only two -white men there are ready at a 
moment's notice to leave everything ami 
escape; such are tho plain facts of the 
case. The Government are trying to 
find a trail to the Stickeon mines 
without passing through American 
Territory; but thoy must remember 
that by merely sending a party of four 
or five to rush through tho country 
and arrive at Dcaso Lake or, as in two 
cases, return without any result, is 
not finding a trail. The distance from 
Fraser lliver to Dease Lake is not less 
than 700 or 800 miles, and tho whole 
of that distance there is not the least 
sign of any legal authority whatever, 
while the roiito passes through a 
country inhabited by no less than 
eight tribes of Indians, uuiiiljering at 
least -1,000 people. Tho small town 
of Hazelton at the Forks of tho Skecua 
has now been started over three 
years, and although situated in the 
miilst of Indian tribes and a \vliites 
coiitiiujously passing to and fro, no 
legal authority has ever been sta- 
tioned there. .Sir. lirowu has paid two 
visits, one to arrest a white man, and 
tho other trip already referred to.

Now it has gone too 
far and some pretty strong measures 
must be brought to bear at once or ano- 
ther Chilcoatin affair will take place.

"Gooi'ge Frederick's scratched and 
Apology's lame," was the first startling 
and sonsfttional intolligouoo oq tho St.

It was feared 
that matters were not right at mid- 
night on Tuesday, when tho odds 
against tho Derby hero suddenly ex- 
panded to 800 to' 200, laid in ono bet 
against liiin. This morning George 
Frederick's admirers anxiously wntch- 
edfor him at exorcise on the Town 
Moor. U'lic}' returncil disappointed, 
nnd iiaturitUy UHCunifurtitbly at Ids ab- 
Houoe, h\\t even then were not prepar- 
ed for tho disastrous blow which had 
fallen upon the partisans of that whil- 
om favorite. "While engaged in the 
Auction Paddocks this morning, luok- 
ing at the ma^^nihcont veavlin;,' of Sir 
Tutton Svkcs (All 11, art, by Kuig Tom 
Marigold) Mr. Maaningtou, the emi- 
nent veterinarian, informed me that 
the thanderbolt had descended, and 
Mr. Cartwright had at that moment — 
seven minutes past nine o'clock - quit
